Settling of Snriace Dne to Removal of 


Coal Has .Rendered the Building 


Unfit for Use, They Beport. 


A written report of the four mining 


engineers who inspected the Phillips 
school house in North Union township 
and also the mine workings under the 
building, the removal of coal from 
which has caused tie surface to set- 
tle, declares the build-ing is no longer 
fit Tor public use. Th'e subsidence of 
the surface has not' yet entirely ceased 
is the belief of the engineers and this 
movement is a menace to the safety of 
a rigid 'building. 


The report states that the trouble 


with the building does not seem to bo 
confined to any one particular 'section 
of the structure but that it appears to 
be spreading over the whole. The rear 
wall of the annex is badly : out of 
plumb, and the western -wall of the 
•main portion is buckled. On the 
eastern 'side fractured stone 'sills. 
foundation walls, visible partings in 
the side walls and the displacement 
of the wood finish inside all indicate 
a severe and continual strain on the 
building. 


The engineers report that an inspec- 


tion of the support pillars or stumps 
of coal is now impossible but that in- 
spection directly around the reserve 
and in the immediate vicinity of the 
building leaves a question as to wheth- 
er or not the supporting pillars of 
coal have retained their original posi- 
tion.
